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Purposes  and  Features 

This  Workbook  is  designed  to  give  further  practice  in  the  reading 
skills,  vocabulary,  and  concepts  developed  in  the  Manual  lesson  plans 
for  each  story  in  the  First  Reader  of  the  Ginn  Basic  Readers. 

This  Workbook  overlaps  and  maintains  the  basic  reading  skills 
presented  at  the  preceding  levels  of  this  series.  In  addition,  much 
more  practice  is  given  in  creative  or  interpretative  reading  in  such 
ways  as  exercises  in  using  judgment,  drawing  conclusions,  and  mak- 
ing associations. 

Most  of  the  exercises  follow  familiar  work  patterns.  New  work 
patterns  are  kept  simple,  requiring  a minimum  of  teacher  explana- 
tion, and  thereby  allowing  the  pupils  to  work  independently  to  an 
increasing  extent.  The  same  new  work  patterns  are  employed  also  in 
the  practice  and  reteaching  exercises  in  the  Manual  for  Teaching  the 
First  Reader,  thus  assuring  the  pupil  mastery  of  the  few  simple 
techniques  required. 

In  this  Workbook  the  pupils  are  introduced  to  the  procedure  of 
writing  responses,  and  to,  the  use  of  numbers  in  checking  responses. 

The  Workbook  provides  for  oral  as  well  as  for  written  practice, 
thus  giving  the  teacher  opportunity  to  observe  the  speech  habits  of 
the  pupils  and  their  oral  expression  needs. 

The  new  words  of  the  lesson  written  in  manuscript  writing  at  the 
lower  margin  of  the  page  may  serve  as  a pattern  for  copying  as  well 
as  for  matching  exercises  and  word  games.  Marginal  Words  are  a 
feature  of  the  Workbooks  for  the  Primer  and  First  Reader  of  the  series. 

The  use  of  Dictionary  Cards,  another  special  feature  of  the  series, 
is  continued  in  the  First  Reader  Workbook.  These  cards  offer  the 
teacher  opportunity  to  co-ordinate  the  recognition  of  words  on  cards 
with  the  recognition  of  the  same  words  in  the  book.  They  are  also 
useful  in  playing  word  games  of  matching  and  of  sentence-making. 


Specific  directions  for  using  these  word  cards  are  given  on  page  80 
of  this  Workbook  and  in  the  Manual  for  Teaching  the  First  Reader. 

The  major  purpose  of  Workbook  instruction  on  the  First  Reader 
level,  as  on  preceding  levels,  is  the  development  of  meaning  and  the 
mastery  of  the  basic  vocabulary.  Although  the  emphasis  throughout 
is  on  teaching  rather  than  testing,  this  Workbook  provides  three 
Vocabulary  Tests  of  the  mastery  of  First  Reader  sight  words.  Full 
directions  for  administering  and  using  the  results  of  Vocabulary  Tests 
I,  II,  and  III  will  be  found  in  the  Manual. 

At  the  side  of  each  Workbook  page  the  purposes  and  procedures 
for  each  lesson  are  stated.  Additional  directions  and  suggestions  for 
each  page  will  be  found  on  page  80  and  on  the  inside  back  cover  page. 


Index  to  Stills 

The  following  index  shows  the  distribution  of  activities  in  the  Work- 
book. The  numbers  denote  the  pages  on  which  each  skill  is  em- 
phasized and  enable  the  teacher  to  see  the  steps  in  the  development  of 
each  skill.

Instructional  purposes  and  directions  for  teaching  the  Workbook 
to  accompany  the  First  Reader,  On  Cherry  Street,  are  given  on  the 
pages  they  describe.  The  following  suggestions  will  help  the  teacher 
to  secure  maximum  results  from  each  Workbook  page. 

Page  1.  Orientation.  Concept  Building.  This  exercise  clarifies  and 
develops  the  concept  of  the  word  time.  It  also  provides  opportunity 
for  conversation  about  the  story  characters. 

Page  2.  Answering  a Textual  Question.  Some  guidance  may  be 
necessary  to  establish  the  work  pattern  for  the  first  exercise.  After 
allowing  the  pupils  to  work  independently,  check  the  page  with  group 
discussion. 

Page  3.  Using  Context  Clues.  If  the  pupils  can  write  sufficiently 
well,  they  may  be  encouraged  to  write  the  missing  words  in  the  blanks. 

Page  4.  Comprehension:  Main  Idea.  Before  the  pupils  begin  the 
exercise  encourage  conversation  about  the  picture  at  the  top  of  the 
page.  After  guiding  the  procedure  in  the  first  box,  allow  the  pupils 
to  work  independently.  Give  individual  help  when  needed. 

Page  5.  Following  Directions.  After  the  pupils  have  worked  inde- 
pendently, comment  on  the  most  creative  drawings  made,  as  well  as 
upon  the  neatness  of  the  work. 

Page  6.  Using  Picture  and  Context  Clues.  Word  and  Phrase  Recogni- 
tion. Be  sure  that  the  pupils  understand  the  importance  of  letting  the 
picture  guide  their  choice  of  response.  Check  with  a group  exer- 
cise. Assign  similar  hectographed  exercises  to  individuals  who  have 
difficulty. 

Page  7.  Reading  Charts.  Visual  Discrimination.  This  chart  may 
. serve  as  a pattern  for  the  experience  chart  of  "Airplane  Day”  referred 
to  in  the  Manual  for  T eaching  the  First  Reader.  The  pupils  may  be 
encouraged  to  read  it  and  to  make  a similar  chart.  As  the  second 
part  of  the  exercise  follows  the  same  work  pattern  as  that  on  page  3, 
the  pupils  may  work  independently. 

Page  8.  Comprehension:  Main  Idea.  Give  assistance  in  choosing  the 
correct  word  in  the  first  box.  Pupils  who  can  write  legibly  may  be 
encouraged  to  copy  the  correct  word  on  the  broken  line. 

Page  9.  Dictionary  Cards.  Tell  the  pupils  to  draw  the  line  to  the 
dot  at  the  left  of  the  dictionary  cards  to  avoid  marring  the  cards. 

Check  the  choice  of  the  correct  sentence  in  each  box  by  having  all 
the  sentences  read  aloud  and  discussed.  Have  the  pupils  state  their 
reasons  for  selecting  the  correct  responses. 

The  same  kind  of  exercise  is  repeated  on  pages  19,  29,  39,  55,  61, 

’ and  75,  where  Dictionary  Cards  are  used. 

Page  10.  Dictionary  Cards.  Word  Recognition.  Check  each  pupil’s 
work  individually,  as  this  is  a test  of  recognition  of  the  new  sight 
wordsi  After  the  exercise,  direct  the  pupils  to  cut  out  the  Dictionary 
Cards  by  following  the  broken  lines,  and  show  them  how  to  keep  them 
safely  in  an  envelope  or  box.  These  word  cards  may  be  used  fre- 
quently in  playing  word  games  and  in  doing  word-matching  exercises 
for  individual  and  group  practice. 

The  pupils  may  make  similar  cards  for  the  other  words  in  the 
basic  sight  vocabulary.  A Dictionary  Card  for  every  new  word  will 
be  useful  in  making  sentences  and  seatwork  charts.

Marginal 
Words.  Since  this  page  introduces  seven  new  words,  check  each 
pupil’s  work  carefully.  For  extra  practice  have  the  pupils  find  and 
underline  the  words  in  the  text  which  match  the  words  written  in 
manuscript  writing  at  the  lower  margin  of  the  page. 

The  Marginal  Words  in  the  Workbook  may  be  used  as  patterns  for 
copying,  for  cutting  and  matching,  and  for  testing  word  recognition. 
See  the  Manual  for  suggestions  for  using  this  device.
